to set two new all-time Canadian 
records. 

Thirty-three cents a pound was 
paid for one carlot of white faced 
Hereford steers to set the high- 
est carlot price ever paid in Can- 
ada for beef on the hoof. Total 
gross of the great cattle auction 
was $488,385 to make it the larg- 
est single cattle sale ever held 
in Canada. 

Those from this district who 
purchased cattle wero E. Harri- 
son of Qucensvillc, one carlot of 
24 wnlte faced steers and one 
carlot of 23 'cows; and A. Har- 
rison of. Mount Albert, one car- 
lot of 28 mixed steers. In 1949, 
A. McBride of King attended the 
sale and purchased one carlot of 
white faced heifers.

75 Carlots Under 40 Minutes 

A total of 2,209 head were sold 
in 75 carlots in under 40 minutes 
actual selling lime hy auctioneer 
Duncan Brown, Shedden. Somi 
lots were knocked down in less 
than 20 seconds to his sing-song 



chant. Total elapsed time of the 
sale was less than four and a 
half hours. 

'The lots presented this year 
by the Manitoulin Livestock Co- 
operative were the highest qual- 
ity, type and uniformity ever 
offered in the seven years of the 
sale's history," commented R. II. 
Graham, assistant livestock com- 
missioner foi the Ontario De- 
partment of Agriculture. 
Overall average price for the 
1,741,470 pounds of beef sold on 
the hoof was 28.04. Average of 
cattle other than cows was 29.10. 
Price nor head was $220.09, re- 
flecting the increase in beef 
prices since last year when aver- 
age price per head was only 
$137.86. Many marvelled at the 
incrca.se in six years since the 
sale's inception when head aver- 
aged only $70.61 each. 

Carlot weights were 23,000 to 
24,000 pounds each, and values 
ranked from $5,000 to $7,500 per 
cnr.

Seven carlots were purchased 
by U.S. buyers, six going to 
Pennsylvania and the seventh to 
Now York State. Five of the 75 
carlots were killer cattle, most 
of the remaining 70 cars coming 
to Southern and Eastern Onta- 
rio's lush pastures for finishing. 
All Manitoulin cattle are ran- 
gers. Many buyers return year 
after year for one or more car- 
lots liccause they say the island 
cattle arc healthy, rugged and 
"good doers'*. 

"In all seven annual sales, I 
have never seen a crippled beef 
go through,' 1 Wi S. McMullen, 
district field man for the Dom- 
inion Department of Agriculture 
commented at the close of this | 
year's sale. 

Nearly 400 Manitoulin farmers 
sell their cattlo through the sale 
every year. Auction day is the 
last Thursday in September each 
year, and roundup for the sale 
starts about a week previous. 
Sorting and grading begins the 
Monday before the sale. 

Cattle arc sorted, graded and 
classified in uniform carlots ac- 
cording to size, weight and col- 
or. In previous years, this was 
done by government graders. 
But the cattlemen have become 
so export they did all grading 
themselves this year. Carlots 
are catalogued and many buyers 
come the day before the sate to 
examine them. 

All buyers marvel at the or- 
ganization of the sale. Carlots 
arc driven into the sale ring, bid, 
sold and loaded into ears for 
shipment in average time of less 
than four minutes. Selling clos- 
ed al 2.20 p.m. this year, and first 
train load of cattle pulled out 
for buyers*. destinations al 3.15. 

All cattle, except those for ex- 
port, were on their way before 
dusk in a second train load. 
Freight Kates Lower 

"One reason why Manitoulin 
cattle are so popular Is because 
freight rates from the island are 
lower than from Western Can- 
ada," W. S. McMullen said. 
"Buyers also have the assurance 
of delivery at home without un- 
loading en route, which in the 
case of most western purchases 
was twice or three times. Cattle 
are not as susceptible to ship- 
ping fever." 

All carlots are routed over the 
CPU line out of Little Current, 
through special priority routings, 
and reach buyers' destinations in 
many cases before the buyers do 
themselves. 

Including this year's record 
gross of nearly half n million 
dollars, proceeds of the annual 
auction have been $1,912,252 to 
Manitoulin farmers for a total of 
15,277 head. Total first year 
(1044) was 1,742. This climbed 
to a peak of 2,670 In 1040, and 
was off to 2,200 head this year 
despite the record gross in dol- 
lars.

others are all ! demanding ofi a councillor^ time and 
effort. "No one;' said 5Er. Glass, "can be expected to 
give up. every night iii the week to municipal business." 

The alternative is obvious: unless the councillor is 
in the happy position where he has the time, sooner 
or later, no matter how eOnscientibus he wishes to be„ 
he must neglect town Inisiness for his own affairs. 

There is no indication that the councillor's task is 
going to be tightened. Every year, the scope of coun- 
cil is extended.. A few years ago, no councillor had ever 
heard of planning boards or conservation commissions. 
Those fields are now very definitely within council's j 
province. Governments, in an effort to encourage local! 
authority and local responsibility, make the local coun- 
cils agents for undertakings originated at provincial 1 
and even federal leveL While this is an acceptable 
practice, the local councils are beginning to stagger 
under the load. 

f 

A revision of the form of municipal government 
sr-ems indicated, possibly along the lines of a town mana- 
ger, with a larger staff than now carried by the local 
clerks, and directed by an elected commission of three 
or five members. It is a system fairly common in the 
United States. 
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There is rarely the week during the spring and 
early summer months when Newmarket residents 
i&eitft asked to contribute to some public service. 
Sometime* the traffic is even thicker. In one month 
hist spring, there were three organisations, all of 
them worthy of support, carrying on overlapping 
campaigns for funds. 

. It is not practical to have canvassers making 

* weekly demands for contributions. It is no part of the 

philosophy of charitable or service organizations that 

they should compete with each other for donations, 

but that is what they are doing when their campaigns 

follow so closely. 

It is an unwarranted strain upon volunteer Work- 
ers, many of whom canvass for two or thre* different 
projects during the course of a year, to ask them to 
. fcpent their calls so frequently. It is also uneconomic. 
When so many groups are dependent upon public sup- 
port, that support is severely strained- The average 
family is in no position to make fn^uent contributions 
of any size at all within a short period of time. 

ft was with these considerations in mind that 
the Community Chest was originated. Instead of ^ 
series of campaigns, there is one in which ail members 
of the Community Chest participate, and the proceeds 
distributed to member organizations. The result i3 a 
stronger, better organized campaign with the total 
proceeds generally higher than would be the case for 
individual campaigns. The Community Chest program 
makes it easier too for pay-roll deductions, if the 

donors so choose. , '-'' •.? 

Newmarket is canvassed by several organizations 
which are members of the Community Chests where 
they exist in other centres. They would be wiiJIng t*> 
participate in such a campaign here. Others could be 
encouraged to join when the advantages were made 
known to them. AH that is required is a little mission- 
ary work to- make the Community Chest the practice for 
Newmarket.

The Royal Bank of Canada in 
its monthly letter for August 
with the forceful title "Good 

Food is Good Business," quoted 
Dr.- ti, B. Pett, chief of the de- 
partment of national health and 
welfare, to the effect that in one 
year more children died from 
mainutritional deficiency diseas- 
es than from infantile paralysis. 
The "Minimum Adequate 
Weekly Food List" issued by -the 
Montreal Diet Dispensary heads 
the list of complete food re- 
quirements with milk. House- 
wives complain when meat pric- 
es skyrocket but they can soften 
the effect of the increase by buy- 
ing cheaper cuts or providing 
substitutes. But milk is milk — 
it cannot be stretched and the 
daily allowance should never be 
reduced in any diet. 

Consumer records have shown 
a sharp decline in milk sales 
since the advance in price. Is 
this good business? We are de- 
pending more and more on a 
miracle being performed by con- 
suming bottled vitamins. Pills 
will never supplement basic nu- 
tritional supplies. 

We arc not saying that the 
dairy business be singled out for 
immediate control. We do feel 
that national health is of the 
greatest importance today. If 
this is not recognized by our 
government and the fact that a 
high standard cannot be main- 
tained if prices continue to ad- 
vance, then Consumer Leagues 
may be the answer. Organized 
resentment has proved powerful 
in the past.

A letter from British Columbia 
told of finding the first colchici 
or autumn crocus, in bloom, so 
I at once went out to see were 
mine also in flower? I found 
them all ready to open out, — 
since then I have given many 
bouquets of them away and still 
have plenty ready to flower if 
Ihc frost holds off. I was invited 
to see a garden which was gay 
with them. They are so fairy- 
like, so beautiful— and always so 
sort of unexpected. You see 
their leaves come up in the 
spring, and die down — then, 
"when you have forgotten all 
about them, there they are, 
springing up like the spring cro- 
cus, out of the bare ground of 
the flower-bed, just like that, 
with no leaves— just the clumps 
of lovely mauve flowers! 
Not lost Crocus 

The autumn crocus were not 
the only glories of Mrs. Renzius' 
garden— that was where I was 
invited last week! She has such 
en interesting, such a delightful 
garden! It slopes down in ter- 
races to what we used to call 
"Piggy Lane" in the old high 
school days. That road (or 
should I say trail?) which runs 
up from Cotter St. beside Fairy 
Lake and the railroad track to 
Prospect — I suppose is really 
"Second Street" — I wouldn't 
know! But we used to take a 
short cut down there from school 
and the boy3, braver than us, 
used to hop over the fences and 
cross the pond in winter! 

Mr. and Mrs. Renzius, bought 
the home of the late Mr. Edgar 
Bogart and have tried to carry 
out his plans for the garden he 
started. It slopes to the west, 
above the pond, in terraces — 
and the -view from different out- 
looks in the garden is something 
one must see to appreciate — each 
view is so different and all so 
beautiful! .

Those press secretaries who 
prefer to write out their full re 
port should allow time for* the 
press to receive them by getting 
them in the mail as early as pos- 
sible. So often newspaper re- 
porters and editors are criticized 
because the report of a certain 
organization's activity failed to 
make that week's issue when the 
difficulty lay in that the report 
was received too late. The same 
thing applies to the group which 
wants advance publicity of some 
particular event. The press sec- 
retary should contact her wo- 
men's editor well in advance so 
that the necessary space can be 
olioted. 

Another criticism which is fre- 
quently made is that one organ- 
ization receives more publicity 
than another. Perhaps it just 
happens that that group has a 
press secretary who is on her 



Suddenly there is the realiza- 
tion that there are only a few 
weeks left in which to prepare 
for the annual bazaar. With a 
burst of energy, the ladies are 
into their work for their pet or- 
ganization. There is more sew- 
ing, knitting and fancy work to 
be done. There is a frantic 
searching for "something a little 
different" to add spice to the reg- 
ular sale and, as the big day 

approaches the members launch 

into a spree of baking. 

Not the least busy of any club's 
executive is the press secretary. 
For along with her assistance in 
all of the regular activities of her 
group she has the task of obtain- 
ing proper publicity for the 
organization. The general mem- 
bership wants to read of the 
plans which the group has for 
the new season. They want to 
know how the event material- 
ized. Many of the members fail 
to make reports of their particu- 
lar committee's work to their 
press secretary. It makes her 
job more time consuming than 
is necessary if she has to track 
down each grain of information 
independently. 

As for the work of the public- 1 toes. She gets her^ reports in 
ity secretary herself and her re-' early; is accurate in her inforrn- 



lations with the press, one, of the 
most important factors to keep in 
mind is promptness. Why wait 
until the day that the paper is 
printed to notify the women's 
editor of an event which occur- 
red days before. If the report 
of the organization's activity was 
made as soon as possible after 
its completion while the paftic- 
ulars are still fresh in her mind, 
the press secretary would be 
able to give a much clearer pic- 
ture of the happenings than she 
can the following week. Besides 
that, she will endear herself to 
the staff of the local newspaper 
if she helps to avoid unnecessary 
last minute congestion. . 

Accuracy is another important 
point for the press secretary to 
bear in mind in making her re- 
ports. If she prefers to give her 
report verbally by phone she 
should have such details as to the 
date, meeting place, presiding 
officer, etc., on hand and not 
make it necessary to check on 
such matters after contacting her 
women's editor. It is not suffic- 
ient to say that Miss Jones was 
in the chair. The secretary 
should have either her first name 
or two initials nvuihible and the 
same . detailed information . is 
ucvi'ssary for any person taking 
part in the activity whose name 
is to be mentioned in the pre&« 
report. 

If the club has hud a guest

ed serious injury because he heed- 
ed his father's warning. 

While the family was prepar- 
ing for a picnic in the park, 

Dougie left the scene of activity 
and crossed the road to get his 
ball out of the car. No one saw 
him go, but the slamming of the 
car door attracted his fathers 
attention to the fact Dougie was 
missing. 

Just as Dougie with his ball in 
his arms made an appearance 
around the front of the car, an- 
other car turned into view and 
was headed toward the path 
Dougie was taking. There wasn't 
time for Dougie's father to cross 
the street or stop the oncoming 
car. He did the only thing that 
could save his son from a ter- 
rible accident. He yelled, 
"Dougie, stay there!" 

As If In answer to a military 
command, Dougie came to an 
abrupt stop. One step further 
and Dougie would have been hit 



by the oncoming car. The road 
was narrow and little used and 
the driver would have had no 
chance to avoid Dougie if the 
small boy had darted beyond the 
parked car. 

Emergencies do arise when 
quick-thinking on the part of 
adults and a sudden command 
need immediate response to save 
the situation. When dealing with 
young people, it is important to 
save the short shouted command 
for emergencies when real danger 
is evident.

Ordinary direction and Instruc- 
tion should come as part of a 
normal conversation in a normal 
speaking voice. Most three-year- 
olds are too young to reason with; 
however, they soon learn to res- 
pect their parents' opinions if 
they are consistent and reason- 
able with them. 

Children actually become im- 
mune and deaf to too frequent 
repeated orders shouted at them. 
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But an organization which has 
reached out embracing arms to 
nearly every country not inside 
the iron curtain has, as its stage, 

a large part of the world and 
its members, for their roles, giv- 
ing voice to the needs, hopes and 
accomplishments of women the 

world over.

We have been hearing Anna 
Lewis, Mrs. Futcher and others 

speak from Cophenhagen on 

world matters as they concern 
women and that was grand and 
outstanding work, but let us nev- 
er forget that the small branches 

are doing the ground work and 

Just 
briefly I'd like to speak of the 
three meetings I mentioned at 
the first of this article. 

Bogarttown Meeting 

The first one was Bogarttown 
which met at Mrs. J. Preston's 
home and at which we had a 
demonstration.

There were many gifted sewers 
at the meeting that day who en- 
larged sewing horizons, seeing 
more worlds to conquer. Mrs. 
Fletcher sang very pleasingly 
and there was a good contest. 
Plans are in the offing for our 
bazaar — a Bogarttown Institu- 
tion. 

The next meeting was at 
Snowball and was held In Miss 
Sandra Harding's studio. I was 
with a party of former members 
of their Institute, now in other 
places — Mrs, Alvln Ridley, Mrs. 
Albert Ridley and Mrs, Elgin Ev- 
ans, who was at the first Snow- 
ball W.I. It was a sort of home- 
coming for them and they receiv- 
ed a royal welcome. 

The amount of business in all 
three .Institutes intrigued me. 
The post of secretary is no sine- 
cure. Nearly every worthwhile 



cause appeals to the Institutes 
and each plea is met with sym- 
pathy and a readiness to help 
that shows how truly the mem- 
bers are trying to live up to 
motto and collect. 
One of the Snowball plans 

which interested me was its hope 
to visit De La Salle Institution 
for mentally deficient youth. 
Mrs. Reddick told us that it wel- 
comed visitors, especially on Sat- 
urdays, and always served re- 
freshments. It seems to me that 

this is an institution that calls 

for our pity and sympathetic 
understanding. 

Snowball has many plans for 

beautifying and serving its com- 
munity. The writer of this ar- 
ticle was guest speaker, being 
district convenor of community 
activity and public relations. 
She did her best and the audience 
was kind. Miss Harding gave two 
fine violin solos which ware 
thoroughly enjoyed and a little 
girl and Miss Harding played a 
delightful piano duet. 

Gormley Meeting 

The third meeting was at 
Gormley where our Institute was 
guest. This meeting was at the 
home of Mrs. Smith.
